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Universal  Gym 
Machine 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  an  anony- 
mous donor,  the  School  has  acquired 
an  ingenious  device  known  as  the  Uni- 
versal Gym  Machine.  It  makes  possible 
a  system  of  weight  training  for  every 
muscle  of  the  body  and  applicable  to 
a  training  program  for  any  imaginable 
sport.  Installed  in  November  the  mach- 
ine has  triggered  the  interest  of  every 
team  coach  and  almost  every  boy  in 
the  School.  Programs  of  progressive 
training  for  any  given  sport  are  pro- 
vided and  are  already  in  effect  for  the 
hockey,  basketball,  skiing  and  swim- 
ming teams.  15  persons  can  use  the 
machine  at  the  same  time. 

An  even  more  fascinating  prospect  is 
in  sight  for  an  overall  fitness  program 
that  can  apply  to  every  student  in  the 
School,  and  even  the  staff.  A  device 
known  as  a  bicycle  ergmeter  can  be 
hooked  up  to  another  device  for  meas- 
uring the  heart  rate  at  different  work 
loads.  This  in  turn  enables  calculating 
the  efficiency  of  oxygen  uptake  and 
thus  is  a  measure  of  a  person's  "physical 
fitness ".  Hopefully  by  fall  the  equip- 
ment can  be  interfaced  with  our  com- 
puter. The  computer  will  monitor  the 
student  and  do  all  necessary  mathe- 
matical calculations,  thereby  making  it 
possible  to  test  the  entire  school  in  a 
very  short  time  indeed.  Individual  cir- 
cuit training  programs  can  be  developed 
for  each  student  so  that  he  can  improve 
his  deficiencies.  It  will  also  be  possible 
to  develop  a  rehabilitation  program  for 
sports   injuries. 


The  diagnostic  capability  combined 
with  the  Universal  Gym  and  our  other 
facilities  would  make  the  fitness  pro- 
gram at  St.  Andrew's  second  to  none. 
All  this  is  possible  for  a  relatively  mo- 
dest cost  because  we  already  have  a 
computer  on  campus,  something  no  other 
secondary  school  in  Canada  has  at  pre- 
sent to  the  best   of  our  knowledge. 


Tennis  Booms 

In  keeping  with  the  tremendous  in- 
crease in  popularity  of  tennis  in  Canada, 
the  tennis  interest  at  St.  Andrew's  has 
had  a  great  upsurge  this  fall.  Complete 
rebuilding  of  the  two  courts  at  the 
School  is  largely  responsible,  and  now 
two  additional  courts  are  nearing  com- 
pletion. The  new  ones  are  located  im- 
mediately west  of  the  men's  staff  house 
and  will  be  ready  for  play  by  next 
spring.  Now  all  we  need  are  some  squash 
courts! 

To  celebrate  the  completion  of  the 
rebuilt  courts  an  intramural  tournament 
was  held  in  September  for  both  senior 
and  junior  students.  Mark  Bedard  won 
the  senior  event,  meeting  his  younger 
brother  Paul  in  the  finals.  The  boys  are 
sons  of  Anne  and  Bob  Bedard  on  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  School.  The  junior 
title  was  won  by  Shawn  Craig. 

Th  Ladies'  Guild  took  the  lead  in  pro- 
viding the  necessary  funds  for  rebuil- 
ding the  old  courts,  raising  a  total  of 
$3,600  from  various  events  last  spring 
which  covered  over  half  the  cost.  The 
School  is  very  grateful  to  Mrs.  Pat  Dal- 
ton.  President,  and  the  enthusiastic 
members  of  the  Guild  for  this  vital 
contribution.

Football 

For  the  first  time  since  1962  St.  An- 
drew's First  Team  won  the  league  cham- 
pionship, and  they  did  it  in  convincing 
fashion  in  1975.  Looking  back  at  the 
1962-63  "Review"  the  football  write-up 
says  "seventeen  years  is  a  long  time  to 
wait  for  a  clear  championship  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  another  seventeen  will 
not  elapse  before  we  win  another". 
Well,  it  was  getting  close  to  that  at  thir- 
teen years.  In  1962  the  league  was 
known  as  the  Little  Big  Four,  or  LBF, 
and  only  three  games  were  played.  Now 
it  is  the  Independent  Schools  Athletic 
Association,  or  ISAA,  with  six  teams, 
Appleby  of  Oakville  and  Hillfield  of 
Hamilton  having  been  added  and  each 
team  plays  five  games.  It  seems  inevi- 
table that  comparison  with  previous 
championship  teams  is  indulged  in,  so 
the  Andrean  undertook  to  get  the  facts 
about  the  1962  season.  Bob  Rowan '63, 
Captain  of  that  year's  team  tells  us  that 
several  exhibition  games  were  played 
prior  to  the  LBF  season,  resulting  in 
one  or  two  losses. 

Then  the  Firsts  went  on  to  win  the  LBF 
games  very  decisevly,  defeating  T.C.S. 
50-6  at  Port  Hope,  Ridley  48-1  and 
U.C.C.  32-14  at  Aurora. 

This  year  St.  Andrew's  won  two  exhi- 
bition games  against  Port  Credit  High 
School  (last  year's  Mississauga  cham- 
pions and  coached  by  Peter  Martin,  a 
former  Argonaut)  27-7  and  Aurora 
Williams  High  School  2-8.  The  first 
league  game  was  against  Appleby  and 
ended  49-0  in  S.A.C.  favour.  Next 
came  Upper  Canada  on  the  S.A.C.  As- 
sociation so-called  "Homecoming"  day 
and  the  Blues  went  down  to  a  22-0 
defeat.  Probably  the  two  hardest  games 
were  two  away  encounters  against  T.C.S. 
and  Ridley  in  front  of  large  crowds  on 
their  Homecoming  Days  which  took 
place  on  two  successive  Saturdays.  Off 
to  a  bad  start  when  T.C.S.  took  the 
opening  kick  off  and  on  four  straight 
first  downs  aided  by  a  penalty  found 
themselves  at  the  Saints'  three  yard  line, 
S.A.C,  dug  in  and  repulsed  three  at- 
tempts to  score.  Taking  over  at  the  one, 
on  their  first  play  Greg  Miklas  of  the 
Saints  went  109  yards  through  the  en- 
tire T.C.S.  team  for  a  touchdown.  After 
this  setback  Trinity  fought  hard  and 
managed  to  keep  the  score  down  to  14-7 
at  half  time.  However  St.  Andrew's 
dominated  the  third  and  fourth  quarters 
with  an  impenetrable  defence  and  an 
offence  that  chalked  up  two  more  touch- 
downs  to  make    the    final    score  27-7. 

Similarly  in  the  Ridley  game  the  Ti- 
gers stunned  our  boys  when  in  their 
first  play  from  scrimmage  they  ran 
fifty  yards  on  a  double  reverse  for  a 
T.D.  S.A.C.  blocked  the  convert  at- 
tempt and  then  took  over,  marching 
seventy  yards  for  a  converted  major 
score.  Again  Ridley  put  up  a  stubborn 
defence  to  hold  the  Saints  to  a  10-6  half 
time  lead.  The  third  quarter  was  all 
St.  Andrew's  as  they  boosted  the  score 
to  30-6.  St.  Andrew's  used  their  bench 
reserves  liberally  in  the  f  ourth  who 
proved  equal  to  the  task,  holding  Rid- 
ley to  one  converted   touchdown  in   the

dying  minutes  having  meanwhile  scored 
a  thirty-five  yard  field  goal,  ending  the 
game  on  the  top  end  of  a  33-13  score. 

The  final  game  of  the  season  against 
Hillfield  was  somewhat  of  an  anti-cli- 
max after  the  big  wi  nat  Ridley.  Hill- 
field  could  muster  only  eighteen  players 
having  lost  seven  through  injuries,  and 
succumbed  to  St.  Andrew's  26-8.  Never- 
theless our  boys  must  be  given  full 
credit  for  gaining  their  championship  on 
opposition's  ground,  and  stretching  their 
winning  streak  to  seven  straight  games. 

This  year's  performance  reflected  a 
solid  team  effort  throughout  the  entire 
season.  The  best  evidence  of  this  was 
in  the  T.C.S.  game  when  two  of  the 
starting  backfield  were  unable  to  play 
due  to  injuries,  and  their  replacements 
put  on  an  outstanding  show.  Another 
feature  of  the  1975  team  was  that  al- 
most every  man  was  able  to  play  more 
than  one  position.  Equally  important 
was  the  steady  display  by  the  defensive 
team  -  allowing  only  43  points  in  seven 
games  was  a  tremendous  accomplish- 
ment. Offensively  the  Saints  showed  a 
balanced  attack,  too,  since  of  their  29 
touchdowns  sixteen  were  on  running 
plays  and  thirteen  on  passes  from  quar- 
terback Brian  Eyers.  Leading  scorers 
were  Lee  Devereux  with  1 1  touchdowns, 
Greg  Miklas  with  7,  Rollie  Nimmo  with 
5,  and  34  points  by  kicker  Myles  Prit- 
chard. 

It  was  obvious  at  the  pre  -  term 
opening  football  camp  that  a  feeling  of 
optimism  was  in  the  air,  which  turned 
into  quiet  confidence  as  the  season  pro- 
gressed. However,  at  no  time  did  the 
boys  allow  themselves  to  become  over- 
confident or  complacent,  as  has  so  often 
happened  in  the  past  with  St.  Andrew's 
teams. 

The  Andrean  extends  hearty  congrat- 
ulations to  coaches  Gord  Ackerman  and 
Jack  Mulchinock;  to  Captain  Ed  An- 
drew, at  offensive  guard  and  defensive 
middle  line  backer  probably  the  best 
two  way  player  seen  at  St.  Andrew's  in 
years;  and  to  every  member  of  the  thir- 
ty-two man  squad. 


Soccer 


Coach  Peter  Stuart  let  it  be  known 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season  that  this 
would  be  a  rebuilding  year  for  First 
Soccer,  having  lost  all  but  three  mem- 
bers of  the  1974  team  through  gradu- 
ation. However,  with  the  addition  of 
six  from  the  Seconds  and  three  from 
Mac  House,  the  team  started  off 
with  a  bang  by  winning  a  pre-season 
tournament  sponsored  by  Crescent  Sch- 
ool and  played  at  U.C.C.'s  grounds. 
This  was  followed  by  five  straight  wins. 
A  tie  game  with  Pickering  and  two 
more  league  victories  against  St.  Geor- 
ge's and  Upper  Canada  ran  the  unbea- 
ten string  to  eight. 

In  the  All-Ontario  Invitation  Tourna- 
ment sponsored  by  Huron  Heights  Se- 
condary School  in  Newmarket,  S.A.C. 
won  the  consolation  event  in  B  Division. 
This  is  a  prestigious  tournament  repre- 
senting teams  from  all  over  the  pro- 
vince and  the  Firsts  did  well  to  go  that 
far. 

Losses  against  Ridley  and  T.C.S.  after 
two  regulars  were  injured  just  about 
knocked  them  out  of  contention  for  the 
championship  which  St.  Andrew's  has 
held  for  the  previous  two  years.  The 
School  hosted  its  second  S.A.C.  Invi- 
tation Tournament  for  independent 
schools  on  November  1 ,  won  by  Ridley. 

Twenty  games  in  all  were  played  by 
the  Firsts,  resulting  in  14  wins,  5  los- 
ses and  1  tie.  In  the  I.S.S.A.  this  left 
them  in  fourth  place  in  the  nine  team 
league  behind  Ridley  and  Crescent. 
Congratulations  to  Ridley  for  going 
through  an  undefeated  season. 

With  eight  teams  representing  the 
School  it  was  a  good  year,  looking  at 
the  record.  Of  86  games  played,  59  were 
won  or  tied.

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Fred  Rex  Honoured 

Affectionately  known  to  all  Old  Boys, 
who  attended  St.  Andrew's  during  the 
years  1951-1971  was  Nellie  Rex,  who 
presided  over  Dunlap  Hall.  Not  so  well 
known  was  her  husband,  Fred,  who 
faithfully  patrolled  the  buildings  and 
grounds  during  the  dark  hours  as  night 
watchman.  Some  may  never  have  seen 
him. 

At  the  Chapel  service  on  Sunday,  Oct- 
ober 26th,  Nellie  unveiled  a  plaque  in 
memory  of  Fred,  who  died  in  1973. 
Actually  this  chapel  service  honoured 
Nellie,  too,  because  she  very  generously 
donated  a  substantial  sum  of  money  to 
provide  extra  seating  accomodation  in 
the  chapel,  made  .necessary  by  the  Sch- 
ool's increased  enrollment.  When  they 
both  retired  in  1971  they  took  up  resi- 
dence in  the  house  in  Keswick  on  Lake 
Simcoe  they  had  acquired  as  a  summer 
cottage  some  years  before.  Very  sadly 
Fred  enjoyed  only  about  two  years  of 
retirement  when  he  became  ill  and  never 
recovered.  After  his  death  Nellie  moved 
into  the  Senior  Citizen's  Apartments  in 
Aurora  just  south  of  St.  Andrew's,  and 
it  was  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
this  house  that  her  splendid  donation 
was  made.  (May  we  add  that  Nellie 
welcomes  visits  from  Old  Boys  -  Ed.) 

Rev.  John  Wilkie,  who  was  Chaplain 
at  the  School  from  1966  to  1969.  gave 
the  sermon  at  the  service  that  evening. 
It  was  so  impressive  that  we  asked  and 
obtained  his  permission  to  publish  it 
here. 

"Watchman,    what  of  the   night?" 
"Watchman,   what  of  the   night?" 
"The  watchman  says,     "Morning 
comes,    and    also   the  night. 
If  you   will  inquire,  inquire; 
come  back  again." 

Isaiah   21:11-12 

Many  years  ago,  almost  ten  to  be 
exact,  I  came  to  be  chaplain  to  this 
school.  I  shared  most  of  the  duties  that 
were  undertaken  at  that  time  by  the 
masters,  and  one  of  these  was  night  duty 
in  the  house  to  which  I  was  assigned. 
In  my  case  it  happened  to  be  Flavelle. 
About  eleven  o'clock  I  would  make  my 
last  tour  of  the  house,  checking  to  see 
that  everything  was  all  right,  and  then 
I  would  come  out  of  Flavelle  to  make 
my  way  home  to  Campbell  Houses  where 
I   then   lived. 

.  I  tell  you  that,  not  because  there  was 
anything  extraordinary  in  it,  but  for 
ihis  reason.  Most  nights  when  I  was 
leaving  to  go  home,  I  would  step  out 
of  Flavelle  into  the  quad,  take  a  breath 
of  the  night  air.  and  then  say,  "Good 
evening"  to  a  figure  who  came  flitting 
through  the  gloom.  I  must  confess  that 
I  didn't  stay  to  get  acquainted  with  this 
figure  or  get  to  know  him  as  another 
human  being.  I  suppose  that  I  was  anx- 
ious to  get  home  to  my  own  bed  and 
get  rested  up  for  the  work  of  the  coming 
day.  But  I  have  often  since  then  thought 
of  that  lonely  figure  making  his  rounds, 
taking  up  where  the  other  masters  and 
I  left  off,  and  making  sure  that  the 
school  was  secure  when  everyone  else 
had  gone  to  bed.  And  I  regret  that  I 
didn't  stay  to  get  to  know  Mr.  Rex 
better  or  to  say  something  to  him  about 
the  important  role  that  he  played  in  the 


school.  That  is  why  I  think  the  text 
that  I  have  chosen  for  tonight  is  ap- 
propriate. The  oracle  says,  Watchman, 
what  of  the  night?  And  comes  back 
the  strange  reply.  The  morning  come 
and  also  the  night.  If  you  will  inquire, 
inquire;  come   back   again. 

Tonight  I  think  that  we  should  come 
back  again  to  the  figure  of  Mr.  Rex, 
and  we  should  allow  the  role  that  he 
played  in  the  life  of  the  school  to  be- 
come the  object  of  our  inquiry?  What 
did  that  lonely  figure  stand  for  in  the 
running  of  the  school,  and  why  is  it  ap- 
propriate that  we  honour  him  here  to- 
night through  the  generosity  of  Mrs. 
Rex. 

When  we  think  of  an  institution  like 
this  school,  we  do  not  often  stay  to  in- 
quire concerning  the  importance  of  the 
work  done  by  some  of  the  more  lowly 
workers.  The  school  is  like  a  pyramid 
in  some  ways.  At  the  top  is  the  Head, 
then  there  are  the  masters,  and  then  the 
kitchen  staff,  then  the  cleaners  and 
those  who  tidy  up  after  us,  then  the 
groundsmen  who  keep  the  whole  place 
trim  and  beautiful.  In  our  human  way 
we  all  tend  of  course  to  look  towards 
the  pinnacle  of  the  school.  We  usually 
without  thinking  too  much  give  the 
greatest  honour  to  the  head,  and  then 
to  those  masters  under  him  who  super- 
vise the  houses  or  teach  in  the  classroom. 
I  have  no  quarrel  with  that.  But  I  do 
think  that  we  should  be  mindful  that 
the  running  of  the  school,  the  work  of 
the  Head  and  the  masters,  and  above 
all  the  welfare  of  you  boys  depends  in 
a  very  large  measure  on  more  humble 
people  who  rarely  get  the  recognition 
they  deserve  or  the  honour  which  they 
have  earned.  I  do  not  know  how  many 
people  knew  Mr.  Rex  well  when  I  was 
here.  I  regret  that  I  didn't  know  him  as 
well  as  I  should  have.  But  he  reminded 
me  every  time  I  met  him  on  my  way 
home  that  he  was  prepared  to  do  a  job 
which  was  important  in  its  own  right. 
even  if  it  went  unrecognized  by  most 
of  us,  because  the  security  of  the  school 
after  dark  rested  in  the  hands  of  this 
solitary  man.  The  fact  is  that,  far  more 
often  than  we  recognize,  our  lives  are 
dependent  over  and  over  again  on  people 
like  Mr.  Rex.  They  toil  in  lowly  places, 
not  demanding  recognition  from  the 
world,  not  claiming  to  stand  out  in  the 
forefront  of  the  ranks  but  quietly  doing 
their  duty  in  a  faithful  and  humble  man- 
ner which  has  a  great  deal  to  teach  us 
all.  For  one  of  the  lessons  that  life  has 
to  teach  us  all,  boys,  is  just  this,  that 
we  cannot  all  stand  in  the  front  rank 
or  occupy  positions  of  importance  in 
the  eyes  of  the  world.  Not  everybody 
can  be  Prime  Minister  of  Canada,  or 
even  Prime  Minister  of  Ontario.  Society- 
is  made  up  of  men  and  women  with 
very  different  gifts.  Some  have  many 
talents  and  rise  to  the  top  in  their 
chosen  sphere  of  life.  But  most  of  us 
are  people  of  modest  talents  and  have 
to  play  a  secondary  role.  We  can  accept 
that  role  and  do  it  with  diligence  and 
faithfulness.  Or  we  can  turn  sour  be- 
cause we  are  envious  of  the  more  talen- 
ted, in  which  case  we  spoil  our  lives.  But 
the  one  thing  that  Mr.  Rex  teaches  me 
is  that  even  the  humble  have  their  con- 
tribution to  make,  that  it  is  an  indis- 
pensible  contribution  without  which  the 
school  could  not  function,  and  that  if 
that  duty   is  accepted   humbly  and   per- 


formed efficiently  it  makes  its  own  con- 
tribution to  the  smooth  functioning  of 
the  whole  operation. 

But  he  says  more  to  me  than  that. 
It  is  not  just  a  question  of  priority  of 
position  that  is  involved  here,  but  the 
question  of  how  a  man  or  woman  per- 
forms his  task  under  conditions  which 
are  far  from  ideal.  You  remember  what 
the  oracle  said,  "Morning  comes,  and 
also  the  night;  if  you  will  inquire,  in- 
quire, Come  backt  again."  I  think  when 
I  look  at  these  words,  that  I  am  re- 
minded not  merely  of  the  fact  that  some 
people  stand  near  the  top  of  the  pyramid 
and  others  near  the  bottom,  but  that 
some  people  do  their  work  in  the  morn- 
ing, in  the  open  light  of  day,  where  all 
men  can  see  what  they  are  doing;  but 
that  others  do  their  work  in  the  night, 
in  the  obscurity  of  a  covering  darkness, 
in  the  place  where  no  human  eye  be- 
holds them.  And  somehow  I  feel  that 
it  is  easier  to  do  the  work  in  the  open 
light  of  day  than  it  is  to  do  it  under  the 
obscure  covering  of  the  dark.  Didn't 
Jesus  feel  that,  for  he  said  to  his  dis- 
ciples and  to  the  crowds  who  gathered 
to  listen  to  him,  "Work  while  it  is  yet 
day,  for  the  night  cometh  when  no  man 
can  work."  But  Mr.  Rex  did  his  work 
under  cover  of  the  dark  of  night,  and 
the  fact  that  he  did  it  faithfully  seems 
to  me  a  heroic  thing  which  deserves 
honour  in  our  eyes.  Again  I  think  that 
this  applies  to  all  of  us.  We  can  advance 
in  life  to  places  where  we  serve  con- 
stantly in  the  public  eye.  Because  we 
know  that  all  eyes  are  upon  us,  we  are 
compelled  usually  by  something  in  our- 
selves to  give  of  our  best.  But  if  life 
brings  us  to  do  our  work  in  obscure 
places  where  no  one  seems  to  care 
whether  we  do  our  work  well  or  not, 
then  it  calls,  I  think,  for  a  larger  meas- 
ure of  heroism  and  devotion  in  us,  be- 
cause we  are  doing  the  work  for  the 
pure  value  of  it  alone.  I  am  reminded 
of  the  old  Greek  story  of  the  sculptor 
who  was  working  on  the  head  of  a  col- 
umn which  was  to  be  built  into  a  temple. 
The  work  he  was  doing  was  delicate  and 
demanding.  A  passer-by,  who  stood 
watching  him  at  his  work,  said  to  him. 
Why  take  such  pains,  when  no  one  will 
ever  see  what  you  have  done,  when 
that  column  is  reared  up  into  the  sky. 
and  the  sculptor  replied,  "I  will  see  it". 
He  knew  whether  the  work  was  shoddily 
or  well  done  and  he  had  to  live  with 
himself.  The  glory  of  Mr.  Rex's  life  is 
not  merely  his  willingness  to  take  a 
lowly  place  on  the  team  that  runs  this 
school,  but  that  he  was  willing  to  be 
faithful  when  no  one,  not  even  the  chap- 
lain, stayed  to  compliment  him  on  his 
work  or  to  do  it  honour.  He  did  it 
nevertheless. 

That  is  why  I  count  it  an  honour  to 
be  asked  to  dedicate  the  plaque  and  pews 
donated  by  Mrs.  Rex.  She  had  her  own 
place  of  honour  and  affection  in  the  eyes 
of  countless  boys  who  were  here  dur- 
ing her  time.  We  honour  her  also  in  the 
honouring  of  her  husband,  and  take  this 
moment  to  thank  them.  Mrs.  Rex  in 
life  and  Mr  Rex  in  death,  for  all  their 
service  to  the  school.  We  pray  God's 
blessing  on  them  both,  here  and  eter- 
nity.

A  distinguished  churchman  and  a 
stalwart  supporter  of  St.  Andrew's  Col- 
lege for  many  years,  Reverend  Doctor 
George  Gordon  Dinwiddie  Kilpatrick 
died  on  October  11th,  1975  in  Toronto. 

He  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1888, 
received  his  early  education  there  and  in 
Winnipeg  and  attended  the  University 
of  Toronto  and  Knox  College  where  he 
earned  a  B.A.   and  degree   in  theology. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick's  distinguished  career 
in  the  church  included  service  as  mini- 
ter  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Church 
(Ottawa  1919-1925),  Chalmers  United 
Church  (Ottawa  1925-1929)  and  Melrose 
United  Church  (Hamilton  1929-1938). 
He  was  Principal  of  the  United  Theo- 
logical College,  Montreal,  from  1938  to 
1956  when  he  retired  to  become  Assis- 
tant Minister  of  St.  Andrews  United 
Church,  Toronto,  until  1965.  Dr.  Kil- 
patrick's academic  honours  include  the 
degrees  of  D.D.  (from  four  universities), 
D.C.L.  and  LLD. 

During  World  War  I  Dr.  Kilpatrick 
served  as  chaplain  with  the  42nd  Batt- 
alion of  the  Black  Watch,  where  he 
earned  the  rank  of  major,  was  men- 
tioned twice  in  despatches  and  awarded 
the  D.S.O.  During  World  War  II  he 
was  granted  leave  of  absence  from  the 
United  Theological  College  to  serve  as 
Director  of  Army  Education  in  Ottawa 
with  the  rank  of  colonel. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Ruth  McGillivray  Fotheringham,  whom 
he  married  in  1920,  three  sons,  one  dau- 
ghter   and    nine    grandchildren. 

His  sons,  Donald  and  John,  and  two 
grandsons,  George  Bryson  and  Andrew, 
attended  St.  Andrew's.  He  served  on 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  St.  Andrew's 
from    1936  until  1959.
